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RUSSIAN RETREAT 
CONTINUES; THIRD 
LINE PENETRATED 


Attack by Germans and Aus- 
trians in Western Galicia 
Compels Czar’s Forces to 
Evacuate Carpathian Posi- 
tions Near Dukla. 


Germans Take Additional 
Positions East of Ypres, 
Where British Fall Back 
With Heavy Losses. 


Nine British Trawlers Sunk 
in a Day in North Sea by 
One German Submarine, 


Crews Being Saved. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, May 5.—The attack by the 
Germans and Austrians in Western Ga- 
licia has penetrated the third fortified 
Russian line and the Russians are begin- 
ning to evacuate positions in the Car- 
pathians, according to today’s official 
statement from the War Office, which 
also says the British continue to retreat 
in Flanders (probably referring to the 
readjustment of the British line an- 
nounced in London last night). The 


statement says: 

“An attack by the allied troops north 
of the wooded Carpathians pierced 
through the third fortified line of the 
Russians, who yesterday were defeated 
along the entire front, retreating toward 
the Wisloka River (about thirty miles 
east of their former positions along the 
Dunajec). The magnitude of the vic- 
tory may be seen from the fact that, ow- 
ing to the piercing by the allies of the 
enemy’s lines, the Russians are begin- 
ning to evacuate threatened positions) 
on their northern flank, in the wooded 
Carpathians southwest of Dukla. 

“The rapidity with which our successes 
have been achieved makes it impossible 
to give an idea in figures of the booty 
taken in this victory. According to re- 
ports at hand, the number of prisoners 
taken up to thé presént amounts to over 
30,000. 

“Attacks from Roczinis, coming from 
the southeast, were repulsed. The enemy 
is being pursued at Kalwarya, also 
northeast of Suwalki and east of Augu- 
stowo (Poland) numerous Russian ad- 
‘vances failed. 

“The British continue their retreat, 
with heavy losses, in the direction of the 
bridgehead situated sharply to the east 
of Ypres. The Van Heule and Ekstern-. 
est farms, the battleground of Heren- 
thage and the Set Pappotje farm were 
taken by us. 

“Between the Meuse and the Moselle 
there is again great activity in the forest 
of Le Pretre. Nortnwest of Pont-a- 
Moussoi: the French attacked yesterday 
with strong forces. Notwithstanding a 
long preparatory bombardment by artil- 
lery their attack broke down under our 
fire, with heavy losses to the enemy. 
On the other hand we began attacks in 
the forest of Ailly and to the east there- 
of, which made good progress. Up to 
the present we have here taken 10 of- 
ficers and 750 men.” 


SUBMARINE SINKS 
NINE TRAWLERS 


LONDON, May 5.—Nine trawlers is 
the bag credited to a German subma- 
rine on Monday, in a message received 
here from Hull. In addition to the Io. 
lanthe, the Hero and Northward Ho, the 
victims belonging in Hull include the 
Hector, Progress, Coquette and Bob 
White, while the Rugby and the Bridge, 
‘owned in Grimsby, met¢a similar fate. 
Besides these, the loss of two other 
trawlers was reported yesterday. 

So far as is known no lives were lost 
in these encounters. According to the 
crews of the fishing vessels the sub- 
marine which wrought this damage is 
of.the newest type. She has an iron 
cross painted on her conning tower. She 
ran among the fishing fleet on Monday 
and sank seven trawlers in quick suc- 
ceasion. The crews were given time to 
escape, but in some cases the small boats 
‘drifted for hours before they were 
picked up. ; 

Kach man coming ashore is exhibiting 
a huge lump of black bread gftven to him 
by the crew of the submarine. The En- 
Klish sailors are preserving these pieces 
of bread as souvenirs. 

The trawler Hero attempted to escape 
but after an exciting chase which 
lasted an hour, the submarine got into 
ciose range and opened a fusilade with 
rifles whereupon the skipper of the 
fisherman stopped and the crew took 
to the smal! boats.

DEPEW AND HILLES 
STOCKHOLDERS IN 
BARNES’ ‘JOURNAL 


Witness Tells of Commissions on 
Public Printing Paid to Pub- 
lishing-Company.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., May 5.—Charles M. 


Winchester, general manager of the J. 
B. Lyon company of Albany, testified 
in the Supreme Court here today in the 
trial of William Barnes’ suit against 
Theodore Roosevelt for $50,000 for alleged 
libel, that his concern had paid com- 
missions on all orders for public printing 
received from the Journal company, con- 
trolled by Barnes. The commissions 
amounted to thousands of dollars. The 


witness swore he had never talked to 
Hsarnes about printing contracts. 

Lists of the holders of the stock in 
the Journal company, compiled from 
books supplied by Barnes, showed that 
the former chairman of the Republican 
State Committee and members of his 
family held the majority of the stock. 
Among the other stockholders appeared 
the names of the late Anthony M. Brady, 
a Democrat; Char'-s D. Hilles, chair- 
man of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, and Chauncey M. Depew. 

Counsel for Col. Roosevelt planned to 
have him go on the stand later in the 
day. 

Journal Company Owners. 

Recent digests showed that preferred 
stock was also held at different times 
by Anthony N. Brady, Levi P. Morton, 
J. B. Lyon, the J.. B. Lyon Co., O. A. 
Quayle, Charles B. Hilles, Chauncey 
M. Depew, Nathan Elsberg and others. 

William J. Nusbaum, a certified pub- 
lic accountant of Albany, the first wit- 
ness called, was asked to tell about an 
examination he made of the books of the 
Journal company. He told that under 
the heading ‘‘Job printing,” entries on 
the debit side appeared to be the cost 
of job printing, while on the credit side 
appeared the income. Barnes said he 


wanted to show that the J. B. Lyon Co. 


paid sums of money, apparently com- 
missions, to the Journal. 

Charles M. Winchester of the J. B. 
Lyon Co. was then recalled. He said 
the books of that concern. showed that 
there was an account with the Journal! 
company and that there were times 
when ‘‘we paid the Journal company 
commissions or discounts’ upon con- 
tracts for State, city and Albany Coun- 
ty printing. 

“Did you ever pay $5000 commissions?” 
“‘We may have.”’ 

“Did you ever pay commissions of $10,- 
000?” “I don’t remember it.”’ 

“But you were making large payments 
to the Journal company in commis- 
sions?’ “Oh, yes.”’ 

“Where did the work come from?’ 
“Several places. Part was State, city 
and county work.”’ 


PICH LUMBERMAN 
KILLED BY EMPLOYE 
- INLATTER’S HOME 


Salesman Had Suspected Wife; 
| Returned to Residence Un- 
expectedly at Night. 


TACOMA, Wash., May 5.—William 
Chatten, a wealthy lumberman, was shot 
and killed at Union Mills by A. L. Mil- 
ler, his sales manager, when Miller, sud- 


denly returning to his home after having 
started for Tacoma, found the lumber- 
man entering his home. 

Chatten was a brother of S. H. Chat- 
ten of Kansas City, president of the 8S. 
H. Chatten Lumber Cvo., operating saw- 
mills in Louisiana and Texas, besides 
many lumber yards in the Southwest. 8. 
H. Chatten, who was here on an in- 
spection trip, will take hts brother's 
body to Wichita, where the widow and 
children reside. 

William Chatten was formerly engaged 
in banking and other enterprises in 
Kansas. 8. H. Chatten sent him here 
four years ago, making him manager 
of the Union Lumber Co. 

Miller, his sales manager, 42, was sent 
from Kansas three years ago. Miller 
has worked for 8. H. Chatten since boy- 
hood. Recently he suspected his wife of 
receiving attentions from another man. 
She pleaded innocent. Sunday night, aft- 
er starting for Tacoma, Miller jumped 
off a train and returned to see a man 
entering his home. Fifteen minutes later 
Miller entered the kitchen. The stranger 
rushed through the front door and Miller 
fired six times. Two bullets entered 
Chatten’s back and an operation at 
Olympia Hospital failed to save his life. 
He died without making a statement. 

Miller declared he was ignorant of the 
identity of his wife’s visitor until told 
later. 

The Millers have three children.

Mrs. Lois Burkham Is Last Wit- 
ness, Nurse Not Being Put 
on Stand. 
DECORATOR TESTIFIES 
He Says He Saw Mrs. Hicks Take 


Lois in Her Arms and Say She 
Was Her Child. 


The defense rested in the James Camp- 
bell will contest in Judge Kinsey’s court 
at 9:45 a. m. today, at the conclusion of 
the cross-examination of Mrs. Lois Ann 
Burkham, whose parentage is the sole 
issue in the present trial.

When asked why Mrs. Reid did not 
take the stand in the will contest case, 
Morton Jourdan, counsel for Mrs. Camp- 
bell and Mrs. Burkham, said he had no 
statement to make. 

Mrs. Campbell, when testifying yester- 
day, said she did not know the present 
whereabouts of Mrs. Reid. 

Mrs. Burkham was recalled to the 
stand when court convened at 9:30 
a. m. She repeated testimony given 
yesterday that she never spoke of her 
adoption to Fred H. Deibel, a feed 


dealer and she again said that to the 
best of her recollection she had not 
seen her aunt, Mrs. Rose V. Curtis, 
since she was 8 years old. 

Never Saw Mrs. Hicks. 

She denied that she had ever seen 
Mrs. Ann Elizabeth Hicks, or a pic- 
ture of Mrs. Hicks in the Campbell 
home. 

Herman lL. Meyer, the plaintiffs’ 
witness who confronted Mrs. Camp- 
bell at yesterday's session was the 
first witness put on the stand today 
by the cortesiant’s attorney, L. Frank 
Ottofy, in rebuttal. 

After much wrangling as to the ad- 
missibility of his testimony, Meyer said 
he was at work hanging pictures in the 
Campbell home in March, 1898, and Mrs. 
Campbell told him she was going to 
Texas and then to New York. In April 
he again went to the house and there 
was a baby there. 

Meyer identified a picture alleged to 
be that of Mrs. Hicks and said he saw 
the wornan in the Campbell home late 
in the summer Of 1893. In the presence 
of Mrs. Campbell, he said, he saw Mrs. 
Hicks take Lois in her arms and heard 
her say: “‘Mother’s baby. My child.” 

On another occasion, he said, he heard 
Mrs. Campbell say to Campbell: “‘That 
child is worrying me to death.” He 
said Campbell replied: ‘Peggy, you 
wanted a child. Now I want you to 
treat it as a mother.’’ 


Testimony Causes Laughter. 

The climax of Meyer's testimony 
caused a burst of laughter in the court- 
room. 

Once, at the Campbell home, he said, 
he had framed and hung a picture of 
Lois Campbell and a man friend en- 
tered the room and stood looking at the 
picture. 

According to Meyer the friend said +o 
Campbell: “James, her mother is in En- 
gland.”’ 

Campbell, according to Meyer, replied: 
“T want you to understand her mother 
is Mrs. Campbell’s sister.’’ 

On cross-examination Meyer said G. 
W. McFadden, an agent of Attorney Ot- 
tofy, called on him at his home, 3322 
Oregon avenue, Tuesday night of last 
week and talked over the Campbell case 
with him. He said Ottofy called at his 
home Monday night. 

On direct examination Meyer at first 
said he had no present employment. 
Later he said he was in the picture 
framing business and when the sub- 
ject of his occupation was brought up 3 
third time he said: 

“Well, if you want to know, I am 
working in the street department, but 
}1 do picture framing at night.” 

“So you have two businesses,” said 
Attorney Schnurmacher, of counsel] for 
the defense 

Attorney Ottofy jumped to his feet. 
Pointing to F. N. Juason, also of coun- 
sel for the defense, he said:

“What if this witness has two busi- 
nesses?

F. M. Slater Is Said to Have’ 
Bumped and Punched Critic 
of His Decision in Case. 


Frank M. Slater, Justice of the 
Republican City Committee, has tem- 
pered justice *with pugilism. 

And there is considerable weight 
behind this unusual judicial attitude, 
as Slater tips the scales at 257 
pounds. 

Andrew V. Erving of 2327 Howard 
street, who weighs 175 pounds and 
who conducts an auto repair shop at 
709 North Garrison avenue, happened 
to be the litigant upon whom the 
Judge’s combined judicial and pugil- 
istic wrath was centered. 

Erving was defendant in a replevin 
suit on trial last Monday morning in 
Justice Slater’s courtroom in_ the 
Pontiac Building at Eighth and Mar- 
ket streets. He became dissatisfied 
with Justice Slater’s decision in the 
case and, turning to his attorney, 
Henry B. Davis of 5240 Kensington 
avenue, said: 

“Come on, Mr. Davis, let’s take this 
case to a higher court where we can 
get justice.” 

Jumped Off the Bench. 

Justice Slater, angered, ordered 
Erving to lose no time in getting out 
of the courtroom. Erving started for 
the door, but his gait so displeased 
the Court that the latter jumped off 
the bench, ran after the litigant and 
“mixed” things. 

The Judge, according to the story 
told by Attorney Davis and M. W. 
Bauer, book keeper for Erving, 
bumped Erving with his knee and at 
the same time struck Erving on the 
head with his fist, knocking off the 
retreating litigant’s hat. Erving con- 
tinued his retreat. 

Justice Slater, when questioned this 
morning, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he had no recollection of having struck 
Erving, but he recalled having ordered 
Erving out of the courtroom with orders 
‘‘never to return.’ Frequently, he said, 
litigants become abusive after hearing 
his decisions and he has to order the 
Constable to eject them.

In the Erving case, Sam Brockman 
had replevined an automobile which 
had been in Erving’s shop for repairs. 
Erving contended he had placed $%! 
worth of repairs on the car for a man 
who sold it to Brockman. Brockmen, 
after purchasing the car, had other re- 
pairs made, for which Erving sub- 
nitted a bill for $8.6. Erving wanted

Thé board’s order will keep visitors 
from seeing the lions, monkeys, badgers 
and other animals which have been, kept 
in the frame animal house, but the po- 
lar and rbown bears, and the deer and 
llamas, will remain on view. These ani- 
mals will be tested for tuberculosis. 
but will continue to live in their present 
open quarters fo rthe present. 

To give tuberculin tests to the lions 
ahd bears will be no task for molly- 
coddies, and the board may advertise 
for strong men who love adventure, to 
hold the animals while physicians make 
the necessary inoculations and temper- 
ature. tests.

The admission of this evi- 
dence was fought by Mrs. Carman’s 
lawyers, who contend that the shoot- 
ing occurred after nightfall and that 
the assailant escaped in the dark. Wal- 
ter Cozzens, clerk of the Freeport Po- 
lice Station, testified that it was 9 
o’clock when Dr. Carman called him on 
the telephone and notified him of the 
shooting. 
District Attorney Smith expected to 
present his entire case today. 
Mrs. Black was corroborated by her 
daughter, Ruth. The prosecution’s next 
two witnesses, Archie Post and George 
Golder of Freeport, callers at Dr. Car- 
man’s office that night, testified that 
they thought it was after nightfall when 
the shooting occurred. 
Concerning the man Mrs. Black saw 
at the window, District Attorney Smith 
said: ‘‘That man was Frank J. Farrell.’

Text of Note to Germany on 
Reparation for Sinking of Sail- 
ing Ship Is Given Out. 


NO ISSUE OF LIABILITY 


Destruction of Vessel Violation 
of Treaty; Indemnity Repre- 
sentations Reiterated. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—The text of 


the American note to Germany, declin- 
ing the suggestion that reparation for 
the sinking of the American sailing 
ship William P. Frye by the convert- 


ed cruiser Prinz Eitel Friedrich be made 
through a German prize court, and re- 
iterating the representations for indem- 
nity, was made public today by the 
State Department. It already has been 
presented to the Berlin Foreign Office 
in the form of a communication from 
Ambassador Gerard. It follows. 

“In reply to your excellency’s note of 
the fifth instant, which the Government 
of the United States understands ad- 
mits the liability of the imperia] Ger- 
man Government for the damages re- 
sulting from the sinking of the Amer- 
ican sailing vessel William P. Frye by 
the German auxiliary cruiser Pring Eitel 
Friedrich, on Jan. 28, last, I have the 
honor to say, by direction of my Gov- 
ernment, that, while the promptness 
with which the imperial German Gov- 
ernment has admitted its liability is 
highly appreciated, my Government 
feels that it would be inappropriate in 
the circumstances of this case and 
would involve unnecessary delay to 
adopt the suggestion in your note that 
the legality of the capture and de- 
struction, the standing of the claim- 
ants and th2 amount of indemnity 
should be submitted to a prize court. 


.. Vlolation of Treaty Obligation. 
Unquestionably the destruction of 


this vessel was a violation of the obli- 
gation imposed upon the imperial Ger- 
man Government under existing treaty 
stipulations between the United States 
and Prussia, and the United States 
Government, by virtue of its treaty 
rights, has presented to the imperial 
German Government a claim for indem- 
nity on account of the resulting dam- 
ages suffered by American citizens. 

“The liability of the imperial German 
Government and the standing of the 
claimants as American citizens and the 
amount of indemnity are all questions 
which lend themselves to diplomatic ne- 
gotiations between the two Governments 
and happily the quesfion of liability has 
already been settled in that way. The 
Status of the claimants and the amount 
of Indemnity are the only questions re- 
maining to be settled, and it is appro- 
priate that they should be dealt with in 
the same way. 


_ Germany Liable Under Treaty. 
“The Government of the United States 


fully understands that, as stated in 
Your Excellency’s note, the German 
Government is liable under the treaty 
provisions above mentioned for the dam- 
age arising from the destruction of the 
cargo as well as from the destruction 
of the vessel. But it will be observed 
that the claim under discussion does not 
include damages for the destruction of 
the cargo and the question of the value 
of the cargo, therefore, is not involved 
in the present discussign. 

“The Government of the United States 
recognizes that the German Government 
will wish to be satisfied as to the Amer- 
ican ownership of the vessel and the 
amount of the damages sustained in con- 
sequence of her destruction. 

‘These matters are readily ascertain- 
eble and if the German Government de- 
sires any further evidence in substantia- 
tion of the claim on there points, In ad- 
dition to that furnished by the ship’s 
papers, which are already in the posses- 
sion of the German Government, any 
additional evidence found necessary will 
be produced. 

Declaration of London, 

“In that case, however, inasmuch as 
any evidence which the German Gov- 
ernment may wish to have produced is 
more accessible and can more conven- 
iently be examined in the United Stateg 
than elsewhere on account of the pres- 
ence there of the owners and captain o?7 
the William P. Frye and their docu- 
mentary records, and other possible wit- 
nesses, the Government of the United 
States ventures to suggest the advisa- 
bility of transferring the negotiations 
for the settlement of these pofnts to the 
Imperial German Embassy at Washing- 
on. 

“In view of the admission of liability 
by reason of specific treaty stipulations, 
it has become unnecessary to enter into 
a discussion of a meaning and effect of 
the Declaration of London, which is 
given some prominence In your excellen- 
cy’s note of April Sth, further than to 
say that as the German Government has 
already been advised, the Government of 
‘the United States does not regard the 
Declaration of London as-in force.”

Every Province in Italy Repre- 
sented in Great Patriotic 
Demonstration. 


VETERANS LEAD PARADE 


Members of ‘‘Red Shirts’? Expe- 
dition Roundly Cheered; King 
Not Present. 


GENOA, Italy, May 5.—The departure 
of Garibaldi and his 1000 of ‘‘Red Shirts” 
in May of 1860 on the expedition which 
resulted in the acquisition of Sicily by 
Italy, was celebrated at Quarto 
Sant’Elena, near this city, with a great 
patriotic demonstration today. The prin- 
cipal feature of the celebration was 
the dedication of a monument to Gari- 
haldi. 

Vast crowds gathered in the little 
town, which in 1860 was in the kingdom 
of Sardinia. They greeted with wild en- 
thusiasm a detachment of veterans of 
the Garibaldi expedition. Every prov- 
ince of Italy was represented, although 
King Victor Emmanuel and members 
of the Cabinet who had expected tb at- 
tend the exercises were unable to be 
present on account of the political situa- 
tion. 

The Garibaldi veterans headed a long 
parade which passed through the town. 
As the veterans reached the esplanade 
in the Place Umberto massed choirs 
sang the hymn of Garibaldi. 

Gabriele d’Annunzio, the poet, who de- 
livered the principal address, was met 
by Gen. Ricciotti Garibaldi and Mme. 
Garibaldi, the sculptor Baroni, designer 
of the monument, the Mayor and many 
deputies. The poet was wildly cheered 
by crowds in the streets through which 
he passed to reach his hotel in Genoa. 
The Mayor issued a proclamation which 
Says: 

“Genoa today fulfills her vow to im- 
mortalize in bronze the brilliant ex- 
ploits of the Garibaldians. Never be- 
fore have we felt so strongly vibrating 
with us the soul of the fatherland which 
draws from the annals of the liberator 
the firmness of its will and its stréngth 
for eacrifice.’’ 

The prociamation expresses the hope 
that the monument will ever inspire the 
ideal of Italy’s glory in the hearts and 
minds of her children.

Public Service Commission An- 
nounces Ruling on Loading 
of Trolleys. 


EXTENSIONS ARE ORDERED 


‘Company Also Must Heat, Ven- 


tilate and Fumigate Its Roll- 
ing Stock Property. 


The United Railways Co.,-by a decision 
handed down by the Public Service Com- 
mission at Jefferson City yesterday, was 
ordered to establish and maintain a 
standard of service which will provide 
seats for approximately three out of 
four passengers carried during the rush 
hours of morning ana afternoon traf- 


lc, and seats for all passengers at other 


hours; to construct loops to faolilitate 
the handling of traffic; to make exten- 
sions of lines to provide better service 
‘or many Outlying districts, and to prop- 
erly heat, ventilate and fumigate its 
cars. 

The order of the commission with re- 
aspect to the standard of service becomes 
effective June 1. The loops and exten- 
sions must be constructed within the 
next three years, provided the city 
grants the necessary franchises, and 
some of the work must be completed 
should the 


necessary permission be obtained. 
City Custodtan of Privileges. 

The sole power .to grant privileges in 
St. Louis public streets is vested in city 
officials and the people by the new 
charter. A franchise, not to exceed fifty 
years in duration, may be granted by 
the Board of Aldermen and Mayor, sub- 
ject to approval by a majority of voters 
if a referendum petition is filed by 7 
per cent of the registered voters. 

Permits for the temporary use of pub- 
lic streets may be granted by the City 
Board of Public Service, which are rev- 
ocable at will. These permits confer 
no vested right in the grantee, and the 
city would not be liable for damages if 
in revoking such permits it interrupted 
the business of or caused expense to a 
grantee. 

In reply to the question, what would 
happen if the city should refuse to 
grant franchises for the extensions rec- 
ommended by the commission, T. M. 
Bradbury, secretary of the commission, 
at Jefferson City, said: 

“The commission hag recommended 
these extensions on the ground that they 
would be for the public goody The com- 
mission has no power tO compel the &t. 
Louis city government to accept its view, 
and if the franchises for the extensions 
should be refused, there would be an end 
of the matter for the time being.”’ 

Hamilton Line to Be Changed. 

The order of the commission, in addi- 
tion to providing Increased loop facili- 
ties in the downtown district, at Union 
Station, and at Grand avenue by a loop 
over Lindell avenue from Channing ave- 
nue and Olive street to Grand avenue, 
provides for extensions of lines in North 
3t. Louis, South St. Louis and in the 
extreme West End. 

In 1917 the Hamilton line is to be 
changed so that instead of running east 
on Delmar to DeBaliviere and south to 
Forest Park, it will go west on Delman 
from Hamilton to Skinker road, south 
on Skinker road and McCausland avenue 
to Manchester avenue. Double tracks 
are to be built from Wydown boulevard 
to Manchester avenue, a distance of 
several miles. 

In this year the Jefferson avenue line 
is to be extended at its northern ter- 
minus to Broadway by tracks over Far- 
rar and Salisbury streets. 

Alac this yea> the Taylor line is to be 
extended from its northern terminus 
cver Bireher avenue to Broadway tv 
connect with the Broadway line. 

In 1916 the Taylor line is to be extend- 
ed from its present terminus at Man- 
chester avenue to Vandeventer avenue, 
over King’s highway. 

Extension on Fourth Street. 

The Fourth street line is tc be extend- 
ed in 1916 southwardly to supply a large 
district south of Arsenal street and 
north of Gravois road, between Gran 
avenue and King’s highway, which now 
ise without street car facilities. 

The Tower Grove line is to be extended 
in 1916 to Lindenwood and Gratiot, over 
Woods street, Ivanhoe, Marquette and 
McCausland avenues to Winona avenue, 
to serve a territory that now practically 
has no street car facilities. 

The Lee line is to be extended in 1914 
to supply the district bounded by Union 
boulevard, Bircher street, Florissant 
avenue and the city limits.

and from 12 m. to 2 p. m. Saturdays 
—100 seats for each 10. passengers 
during the transition period—the 
half hours preceding and following 
the rush hours, and 121 seats for 
each 100 passengers during the non- 
rush hours, which comprises the 
portion of the day not designated as 
rush and transition periods. 


14 Straphangers to a Car. 

This order means that on lines like 
Olive - Delmar, Page, Park and 
Compton, not more than 29 standing pas- 
sengers will be permitted out of each 
100 passengers carried. In other words, 
there may not be more than 14 stand- 
ing passengers on e@ach car with seats 
for 4%. 

On lines where the interval or head- 
way is two minutes, 72 seats must 
be provided during the rush hours, 100 
during the transition periods and 124 
during the nonrush hours. 


This means that on lines like the 
Laclede and Market, there may not be 
more than 28 standing passengers dur- 
ing rush hours out of each 100, or about 
13 standing passengers on each stand- 
ard car with seets for 48. 

On lines where the interval is three 
minutes, seats must be provided for 73 
passengers out of each 100 carried dur- 
ing the rush hours, 100 seats during the 
transition periods, and 127 during the 
nonrush hours, 

Not more than 13 standing passengers 
will be permitted on each standard car 
operating under this headway. 

Lines operated on a four-minute sched- 
ue must provide 74 seats for each 100 
passengers in the rush hours, 102 in the 
transition period and 130 in the non- 
rush hours; on five-minute schedule, 3 
seats must be provided for each 100 
passengers during the rush hours, 104 
in the transition periofis and 133 in the 
nonrush hours; and where the headway 
is six minutes or more, 76 seats must he 
provided for each 100 passengers in the 
rush hours, 106 seats in the transition 
periods and 136 in the nonrush hours. 


Trailers operated by the United Rail- 
ways have seats for 68 passengers. Un.- 
der the orders of the commission, these 
trailers may carry 17 to 18 standing pas- 
sengers. A train made up of one stand- 
ard car and one trailer, having com- 
bined seating capacity for 116 passen- 
gers, may carry togetner from 3 to % 
standing passengers, under an inter- 
pretation of the commission's ruling. 


Four Lines Exempted, 


The Chouteau, Marcus, Spalding and 
Tiffany lines are exempted from the 
orders of the commission, which found 
that a 15 minutes’ headway was suf- 
ficient, except on the Chouteau line dur- 
ing the rush periods. 

The commission ordered that the 
standard of loading for each of the 
specified periods shall be applied by 
half-hourly periods, consisting of any 
two consecutive 15-minute periods. be- 
ginning on the hour or any 15 minutes 
thereafter. The demand for service 
shall be determined separately for 
week days, Monday to Friday, inclu- 
sive, Saturdays and Sundays. 

The average count of passengers for 
two consecutive week days, excluding 
Saturday, shall be considered as the 
demand for service on week days, ex- 
cluatve of Saturdays. The average 
count of passengers for two consecu- 
tive Saturdays shall be considered as 
the demand for service on Saturdays, 
and the demand for Sunday is to be 
determined in the same manner. 

The damand shall be determined by 
an actual count of passengers twice a 
year by the United Rallways, the 
Commission to be notified when the 
checks are to be made. On holidaya, 
or specia] oceasiona, the company will 
be required to use reasonable effort 
to supply a service equivalent to the 
rush-hour standards.

must be stationed at important trans- 
fer intersections to assist in the move- 
ment of traffic, the maintenance of 
schedules, and limit the loads on indi+ 
vidual cars to the maximum comforte- 
ble carrying capacity. 

The commission directs the United 


Railways, within thirty days from the 
effective date of the order, to make ap- 
plication to the proper municipal author 
ities for the necessary franchises, per- 
mits of authorities, and to property own- 
ers for necessary consent, to construct 
the new sections of track for loops and 
epee 
Order for Care of Cars. 

With respect to heating, ventilation 
and fumigation, the Commisston ordered: 

That all cars must be equipped with 
forced ventilation heaters by Oct. 1, 
1915, and when the outside tempera- 
ture is % degrees or lower, a temper- 
ature of 4 to 70 degrees must be 
maintained ineide. Thermometers 
must be installed In each car, near 
the center, with the #-degree point 
conspicuously marked. All cars In 
winter must be heated before being 
put into service. Air for heating and 
ventilating must be taken from out- 
side the car. 

That ventilating devices must be 
installed to provide a cemplete 
change of alr from six to 10 times aa 
hour while cars are in operaticn. 

That all cars used for carrying pas- 
sengers must be free from filth and 
rubbish, with windows and weodwork 
clean. 

That all defective tracks whieh 
cause unnecessary noises or jarring 
must be replaced within 9 days; all 

flat wheels, broken flanges, gearing or 
equipment causing loud or unneces- 
sary noise must be repaired within 
90 days. 

That all supervisors and tnepecters 
kept at the terminus of lines must 
personally inspect each car on arriv- 
ing or leaving terminus, and report 
on heating, ventilating, cleanliness 
and general condition of car. 

That all cars used in transgporta- 
tion service shall be fumigated on the 
inside at least once a week, with an 
efficient and approved disinfectant. 


That no passenger shall be per- 
mitted to stand by or remeian 
within the enclosure or space for 
the motorman; that all cars shall 
display separate route and desti- 
nation signs on the frent and 
sides, and that all plans for new 
passenger cars or the remodeling 
of old cars shall be submitted to 
the commission for the approval 
of width of passageways, height 
of steps, type and location of 
seats, platform arrangements, and 
such other details as in the opin- 
ion of the commission are import- 
ant as affecting the adequacy of 
service.

Two Sons Virtually Disinherited 
by Mrs. J. C. Breckenridge 
Want Part of Estate. 


BULK WENT TO DAUGHTER 


Doctors Testify in Trial of Suit 
That Mother of the Plaintiffs 
Had Strong Mind. 


Evidence as to the mental capacity of 
Mrs. Julia Clark Breckenridge to make 
a will is being brought out at the trial 
in Circuit Judge Taylor's court, in 
which two of her sons, George P. and 
“larence E. Breckenridge, seek to break 
her will made four years before her 
death, which took place Oct, 28, 1912. 

The sons allege that their mother did 
not possess sufficient mental capacity 
at the time the document was written 
te realize who were natural objects of 
her bounty and that she was under. the 
influence of her daughter, Mrs. Eliza- 
heth Groves, wife of W. D. Groves, of 
4947 Page boulevard. To the daughter 
was willed the bulk of the estate, esti- 
mated at $50,000. 


$5 Each Left to Sons. 
The plaintiffs in the suit and two other 


sous, William C. and James M., were 
ench left $5, the will reciting that none 
of them had shown evidence of affection 
ur solicitude for their mother's happi- 
ress or well being. The will speaks of 
Mrs. Groves’ long and faithful devotion 
tu her mother. 

Mrs. Breckenridge was the wife of the 
late George Breckenridge, who was 
president of the Phoenix Planing «till - 
Co. She obtained a divorce from 
tim in 1887 after he had tried to have 
her adjudged of unsound mind. Ali- 
inony of $250 a month was settled upon 
her and to guarantee payment Breck- 
ei.ridee transferred title to a piece of 
1eal estate on Market street, the value 
‘ef which was placed at $90,000, it was 
siated. 

By the terms of the transfer Mrs. 
lL. reckenridge retained a life interest and 
at her death the property was to be sold 
and the proceeds divided equally among 
all the children. 

Mrs. Groves contends that her mother 
Was aggrieved because the sons sided 
with their father in the legal contro- 
versy, and that this was the reason for 
virtually disinheriting them. The daugh- 
ter also contends the sons did not shew 
the proper interest in their mother Jater 
in life. 

Doctors Are Witnesses. 

Several doctors testified that Mn. 
Breckenridge was a woman of strong 
mental caliber and was not easily in- 
fluenced. John F. Shepley. vice presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
testified he went to Mrs. Groves’ home, 
where Mrs. Breckenridge was staying, 
and drew the will. He said she fully 
understood what she as doing and said 
she expected her sons would try to 
break the will. | 

One physician testified that Mrs. 
Breckenridge refused to go to a certain 
hospital in the city because she was 
afraid her sons, who passed that place 
daily, would see her on the lawn. A con- 
‘tractor who had made repairs on build- 
ings owned by Mrs. Breckenridge, test!- 
fied she was a woman of strong mind. 
He said he considered she knew how to 
attend to business because once she re- 
fused to pay him extra work he did and 
which she had not ordered. 


; Certificate of Deposit. 

Part of Mrs.’ Breckenridge’s estate con- 
sisted of a certificate of deposit for 
mbout $31,000. She transferred the cer- 
tifipate to Mrs. Groves shortly before the 
will was made. Subsequently the mother 
became dissatisfied with the arrange. 
ment and a trusteeship was created, by 
‘which Mrs. Breckenridge got the income 
from this money and at her death it be- 
came Mrs. Groves’, absolutely. 

According to Mrs. Groves, her mother 
Rave away the money to keep the sons 
from getting hold of it. I~s. Breck- 
onridge also presented her granddaugn- 
ter, Miss Julia Groves, with $2500 on 
the occasion of the latter’s graduatioi 
from college and a son of Mrs. Groves 
Was given a $4000 farm in Crawford 
County, Mo., by his grandmother. 

John F. Green, attorney for the de- 
fense, stated that Mrs. Breckenridge 
had managed to save most of the for- 
tune from her alimony. Her husband 
also had given to her a $6000 home at 
2020 Olive street. 

“Hypnotic Influence.” 

The plaintiffs deny that their moth- 
er had reason to be hostile toward them 
and declare her mind was poisoned 
against them. Their attorney, former 
Judge Hugo Muench, in speaking to the 
jury tn his opening statement of what 
hd@ expected to prove, referred to Mrs. 
Groves’ allewed “hypnotic influence’ 
ever the mind of her mother. 

He denied that the sons had taken 
sides against her in the legal con- 
troversy and said at the time the plain- 
tiffs in the case were young boys.

BAILEY TRIAL 


Call Acquaintances of Man 
Who Killed Nancy Strickiln. 


Forty acquaintances of Robert Bailey, 
on trial in Judge Jones’ court for the 
murder of 12-year-old Nancy Stricklin 
at 832 Chouteau avenue, Dec. 9 last, 
have been summoned as witnesses, and 
will be asked whether or not they con- 
sider Bailey sane. Apdout haif of them. 
who are State's witnesses, are expected 
to say that they dia so consider him. 
while the others, summoned for the de- 
fense, are expected to uphold the in- 
sanity theory. 
The insanity defense is somewhat com- 
plicated by the addition of an element 
of accident, and by the theory that 
Bailey was solicitous about the girl's 
religious and moral] welfare. Bailey ad- 
vanced the accident theory in his own 
testimony, given yesterday afternoon, 
and said the bullet which killed the child 
was intended for a man named Bunny, 
whom the girl's mother had sent to take 
her in the house. 
GtePs Stater-in-Law Testifies. 

Bailey, who is 3% years old, testified 
that he knew right from wrong. This 
distinction constituted a legal test of 
sanity. 
Mrs. Grace Stricklin of 2121 Bismarck 
street, sister-in-law Of the murdered gir, 
testified today that she met Bailey on 
the day before the killing, and that he 
told her goodby, saying Nancy’s mother 
had made a complaint against him 
which would “mean 10 or ® years” to 
him. Mrs. Stricklin, previous testimony 
showed, had appealed to the Prosecuting 
Attorney’s office, and Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Wilson had _ written 
Bailey a letter ordering him to appear 
at the office Dec. 10. 

Says Girl Was Afraid of Him, 

Mrs. Grace Stricklin also said Nancy 
was afraid of Bailey and that she some- 
times ran all the way home from school 
to avoid him. 

Depositions of Bailey’s relatives, tend- 
ing to support the insanity theory, were 
read on behalf of the defense. Religious 
tracts which Bailey sent the girl were 
also shown to the jury, and the defense 
emphasized the idea that her mother 
had not permitted her to read them.

Points Out in Interview Given to 
Post-Dispatch How Peace 
May Not Help America. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Port-Dispatch., 


NEW YORK, May 56.—Is Harry K. 
Thaw sane or insane? This question 
will be taken up May 17 by a jury in 
Justice Hendricks’ part of the Supreme 
Court in case the decision of the Ap- 
pellate Division day after tomorrow 
does not set the plans of Thaw and his 
lawyers awry. 

The Attorpey-General hag obtained 
an alternative writ of prohibition, 
calling upon Thaw and his attorneys to 
show cause why the writ prohibiting 
a trial jury should not be made per- 
manent. It is the hope of Thaw and 
his defenders that the writ will be de- 
nied. 

The slayer of Stanford White yester- 
day gave an interview to the Poasat- 
Dispatch. His talk shows his attitude 
of mind on the subjects of war, finance 
and politics, baseball, the . Panama- 
Pacific Exposition, music and other 
topics. These are his views in answer 
to the Post-Dispatch’s question, in his 
cwn words: 

“There is one feature in connection 
with the awful war which has not been 
touched upon at all. And this feature 
is of the highest importance to this 
country. Whether or not the American 
farmers and the American merchants 
will profit from a declaration of peace 
depends entirely upon th@® question as 
to whether or not foreign countries 
after the war will seek our psoductions 
for their dwn need. 

“Do you believe in warfare?” asked 
the reporter. 

“Not if it could be prevented;””. was 
the answer. 

‘‘What about treaties? Do you believe 
that all treaties entered into between 
nations should be binding?’ 

“Well,” replied Thaw with a smile, 
“the conduct not only of the Germans 
but also of the English showed that 
treaties and also international law can- 
not be depended upon at present.”’ 
‘‘How long do you calculate the pres- 
ent war will last?’ 

“That is a rather hard question to 
rut to me,” smilingly replied Thaw. 
“Lloyds calculated, I have seen in pub- 
lic prints, and that was some time ago, 
that the end of the war would come 
about June 1, but now they have named 
December as the month when the strug- 
gle will come to an end.‘ Of course, it 
is possible that this war may end just 
as quickly as it began.’’

of feeling in Germany against the United 
States because manufacturers in this 
country supply the allies with arms 
and ammunition, and no war material 
manufactured in this country can reach 
Germany. Thaw was asked what his 
views were on that subject. 

‘Under international law,” he replied, 
“America has a perfect right to ship 
war material, but it is possible that 
when nations agreed upon that point— 
the shipping of arms and ammunition— 
they had not considered how such a 
proceeding might work itself out. 

“For example,” he hastened to say, 
“if war were forced upon the United 
States we would be able to buy war 
material. But the way that seems to 
work out is that, if England were 
against us in such a war as suggested, 
we would practically be unable to buy 
any arms outside of this country on ac- 
count of the HEnglish navy. Instead of 
this rule being useful to all nations, 
it seems to be of real use to England 
only because of the fact that she con- 
trols the seas.”’ 

Thaw was asked if he thought Pitts- 
burg, his home city, was being benéfit- 
ed because of the war. 

“Not generally,” he replied. ‘Certain 
industries are. War is such a terrible 
affair that it may bring such compli- 
cations that will interfere with busi- 
ness. 

From the war the conversation drift- 
ed to baseball. 

‘Well,’ replied Thaw to a question 
ball situation, ‘‘you might say that I 
am very much pleased to see Wagner is 
batting over .300 this year, and I think 
everybody else is equally well pleased.”’ 

Panama-Pacifie Exposition, 

Thaw was next asked about the Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition in San Fran- 
cisco. 

‘T hope it will turn out to be a great 
success,’ said he. ‘‘As a mater of fact I 
have not heard very much directly about 
the fair. I had been in hopes that I 
might be able to go out there and see 
for myself how matters stood, My 
mother and I had hoped that we might 
be able to go out there together. But 
then I am afraid summer will come 
along and with it the hot weather be- 
fore mother and I could start for the 
Coast, and by the time we got out there 
it might be too late. It has been said 
that the fair is not doing as well as 
had been anticipated in the beginning. 
Just let business pick up and the fair 
will pick up accordingly.” 

Thaw said he could recommend New 
Hampshire as one of the finest health 
resorts in the world. 

“Of course,” he added, “life in the 
Tombs is not of the best. I think I got 
a litle touch of the grip just now because 
of my confinement In the Tombs. 
then it is much better tnere than in 
Matteawan.”’ 

Thaw was asked what he would rec- 
ommend for one to keep good health. 

“Two things,”’ he promptly answered. 
“In the first place: Don’t worry! and 
the second is: Get lots of fresh air.’’ . 

“Do you worry?” was asked. 

“Not as much as I used to,” 
Thaw’s answer. 

“and as to the second remedy you 
recommend?”’ 

“At present,” said haw, “I cannot get 
as much fresh air as 1 want. But then, 
I have a lot of it saved up from my visit 
to New Hampshire. I would like to be 
if Switzerland, but nobody is paying 
much attention to mountain climbing 
there just now.

The extension 
of the age liability of the landsturm to 
50 is said, however, to have struck a 
more serious note. Food prices are 
somewhat higher, also, than in Ger- 
many. The so-called war bread is dark- 
er and of poorer quality. Toasted white 
bread and zweiback is obtainable on a 
doctor’s certificate that you can’t di- 
gest war bread. Aside from bread, how- 
ever, other food is apparently plentiful. 

Mrs. Penfield, wife of the American 
Ambassador, continues to be a Red 
Cross fairy to the hospitals and to the 
wounded everywhere.

Women’s and Civic Leagues Say 
Complaints Have, Increased 
and Warrants Decreased. 
PRAISE FOR INSPECTOR 
Superiors, It is * Alleged, Fre- 
quently Do Not Act on Recom- 
mendations of Hoffman. 


Members ot the Civic League and the 
Women’s Smoke Abatement League, 
Monday took their campaign for en- 
forcement of the smoke abatement laws 


into Mayor Kiel’s office and held a 
conference with the Mayor and Build- 
ing Commissioner McKelvey. 

The general trend of the conference 
from the standpoint of the league mem- 
bers was that they were thoroughly 
satisfied with the work of Smoke In- 
spector Hoffman, but that they were 
far from satisfied with the mysterious 
failure of many of Hoffman's’ recom- 
mendations to superiors for prosecution 
of violators of the. smoke abatement 
laws. 

They did not attempt to place the 
blame for the failure of officials to 
institute prosecutions after Inspector 
Hoffman had made his recommenda- 
tions, but showed that Hoffman makes 
his reports to Building Commissioner 
McKelvey, his immediate superior. To 
»btain warrants in the cases Commis- 
sioner McKelvey would request City 
Attorney Garesche to issue them. Com- 
niuissioner MckKelvey’s superiors are 
Charles E. Swingley, Director of Pub- 
lic Safety, and Mayor Kiel. 


More Complaints, Fewer Warra 
John H. Gundlach, for the Civic 


League, read a report. of -the Smoke 
Department’s activity from Sept. 1, 1914, 
to March 1, 1915, showing that although 
Inspector Hoffman had requested the 
issuance of warrants against 199 of- 
fenders, only 77 warrants had been is-’ 
sued. He compared this record with 
the same period a year before, when 
the Smoke Inspection Department was 
not under the control of Commissioner 
McKelvey. In that period 108 warrants 
were requested by Inspector Hoffman 
and only 19 were refused 

This comparsion, Gundlach said,, 
showed that although the number of 
violations reported by the inspector 
had ingreased last winter, the prose- 
cutionsBS had decreased. 
The statistics were obtained by the 
Civic League from the Building Com- 
missioner’s office, more than a 
month ago. They were not consid- 
ered sufficiently complete and at- 
tempts have been made to get addi- 
tional information. These failed 
4uring April, but the league has been 
informed that the information is now 
available. 
Mrs. E. R. Kroeger, representing 
the women, praised Inspector Hoff- 
man’s work, and several manufac- 
turers said that Inspector Hoffman 
had worked harmoniously with them, 
and had treated them fairly. 
Hoffman’s Term Has Expired. 
Building Commissioner McKelvey 
said he did not know why the con- 
ference had been arranged, but that 
it appeared to be for the purpose of 
promoting the candidacy of Inspector 
Hoffman for reappointment. Inspee- 
tor Hoffman's term has expired, and 
there has been a belief at the city 
hall that Commissioner McKelvey 
would not reappoint him. The gal. 
ary of the position is $3000 a vear. 
At the meeting McKelvey said that 
the principal trouble from smoke is 
from apartment buildings west of 
King’s highway and that he was 
preparing a letter to owners of such 
buildings instructing them to install 
smoke-consuming devices iimmedt.

“THE NIGGER,” NOTABLE 
PHOTOPLAY, AT COLUMBIA 


William Farnum Appears in Role 
Taken on Stage by Guy Bates 
Post. 

“The Nigger,” Edward Sheldon’s 

graphic play, in which Guy Bates Post 
appeared at the Garrick theater a few 
seasons ago, had its first film pre- 
sentation here, Monday at the (Co. 
lumbia Theater. The screen production, 
in which William Farnum takes’ ‘the 
principal role, compares favorably with 
the original drama in _ effectiveness 
throughout, and surpasses it in the 
scenes which involve the relation of the 
present with the past.

LTHOUGH it has long been their 
custom to start the season hob- 

bled and finish with the blind stag- 
gers, the New York Yankees are run- 
ning wild in the early stages of the 
American League race this year. 
“Wild Bill’’ Donovan is their new 
jockey. That’s what makes them 


wild. 

Before the season was two weeks 
old it was generally admitted that 
“Wild Bill” was giving his charges 
SOME ride. Three Eastern teams 
were regarded as possible pennant 
winners before the season opened.

Independent Dealers Assert That 
It Will Cost Consumers $1,- 
000,000 More a Yéar. 


HIGHER PRICES AT MINES 


Companies Declare That Buyers 
Will Save Profits of Jobbers 
and Retailers. 


A large increase in the coal! bill of 
St. Louis as the result of a combina- 
tion of coal operators controlling the in- 
ner group of Illinois mines is predicted 
by independent retail and whplesale 
dcalers in bituminous fuei. They assert 
it will amount to fully $1,000,000 a year. 
The operators declare the intrease cost 
will be slight. 

The operators on each of the coal-car- 
rying railroads have appointed exclusive 
selling agents -in. -St.. Louis, through 
which they will market the output of 
their mines. The agents declare that 
there will be no increase in the price 
of coal to the consumer, but that the 
operators will be able to get a better 
price for their product by eliminating 
the wholesaler and jobber. Under the 
new plan coal will be sold direct to the 
consunier by the operators, through the 
agency, whose commission will not bs 


“8 Lon excess of 5 pe rcent. 


The operators of 2% mines on the IIli- 
nois Central Railroad appointed the Kolb 
Coal Co., with offices in the Mermod & 
Jaccard Building, as their selling agent 
in St. Louis. The opératofs on the Big 
Four, Vandalia, Mobile & Ohio, Balti- 
more & Ohio, Louisville & Nashville, 
and the several suburban and exclusive 
coal carrying roads, also have appointed 
selling agents. ; 

The Kolb Coal Co., as agent for the 
26 mines, has announced the following 
schedule of prices, f. o. b. at the mine: 
Two-inch lump coal, $1.10 a ton; 6-inch 
lump coal, $1.20; mine run coal, $1; 2-inch 
nut coal, $1 and 2-inch screenings, 80 
cents. 

Admit Higher Prices. 

These prices average, according to the 
independent dealers, 15 to W cents a 
ton higher than the prices of last year. 
The Kolb company admits that they 
are 10 to 15 cents a ton higher than a 
year ago. 

It is pointed out by the representa- 
tives of the operators that while these 
prices are a little higher at the mine 
than they were formerly, consumers 
tnay buy direct, without having to pay 
a profit, first to the jobber and then to 
the retailer. 

The retailers and jobbers concede that 
if the combination succeeds in control- 
ling and limiting the output of the mines 
they will be put out of business. They 
have bought, in the past, thefr supply of 
coal direct from the mines, ?:ad it 
shipped to St. Louis, and sold it either in 
wholesale or retail lots. The jobber was 
always recognized by the cperators, and 
given a price a little lower than that 
allowed to retailers. He was thus able 
to sell his coal to retailers at about 
the same price they would pay the oper- 
ator for it.

use of Keokuk Power in St. Louis 
and the Mississippi River towns be- 
tween St. Louis and Keokuk, has re- 
sulted in a 12 per cent decrease in the 
output of coal from the Illinois mines

Report Just Filed Shows That Each 
Candidate Running for 4-Year Term

The cost to the Republican City Com- 
mittee of the campaign preceding the 
election of Aldermen this spring was 
$16,131.11, according to a report filed yes- 
terday by the committee.

The list of expenditures shows that 
$148.75 was paid for campaign bombs and 
redfire. Each City Committeeman re- 
ceived $40 for expenses and an additional

tion to this each committeeman had an 
allowance for postage, ranging from 
$18.75 to $66.

© influence of any form of attrac- 
tion on light had ever been noticed 
until about 2 years ago, when Zeemann 
showed that a powerful magnet visibly 
altered the position «f certain lines in 
the spectrum. 

Now it appears likely that gravita- 
tion has a similar, though not the 
same effect. Magnetism splits up the 
spectral lines, exerting a broadening ef- 
fect, while gravitation shifts then all 
alike in one direction. 

For instance, tn the solar spectrum, 
whose rays at their origin have passed 
through the powerful field uf gravity 
in the sun’s vicinity, all the tines ap- 
pear shifted toward the red, as com- 
pared with similar lines from terrestrial

New York Gets More Gold. 


“The announcement of $2,000,000 gold, 
received in this amrket on a direct ship- 
ment from Paris, is interesting in two 
ways. It serves as partial explanation 
of the $12,000,000 decrease in its gold re- 
serves, reported by the Bank of France 
for the fortnight ending last Thursday, 
after an unbroken increase of $21,000,0@ 
during the preceding weeks of 1915. If 
London is to be believed, other similar 
shipments are on the way to New York 
from Bordeaux, in payment tor the large 
debits created here by France’s purchase 
of our foodstuffs and materials. 

“But the incident adds emphasis, also 
to a remarkable money market situa- 
tion in this country. Thus far in 1915 we 
have received from’ the outside world 
some gp fae AU yoy This, it is true, 
offsets some $105,000,000 exported during 
the first five months of the present war. 
But the gold imports of the present year 
have been $25,000,000 greater than in the 
corresponding months of any previous 
year; and, moreover, they have been off- 
set only by trifling exports of gold, 
whereas tse outgo in those months has 
usually been large.
